Claim 65 is objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c), as being of improper 
dependent form for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous 
claim. Applicant is required to cancel the claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to 
place the claim(s) in proper dependent form, or rewrite the claim(s) in 
independent form. Specifically, claim 65 fails to limit the subject matter of 
claim 63 when the invention is characterized by a reinforcing material 
comprising "or an inorganic material coating." 

Claims 63-65 and 67-61 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first 
paragraph, as failing to comply with the enablement requirement. The

in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with 
which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 
Specifically, one skilled in the art would not be able to make the invention 
characterized by reinforcing the connecting terminal with a reinforcing 
material comprising "or an inorganic material" in combination with "a 
diffusion layer at an interface between the metal coating and the bonding 
material and/or joint," and in combination with "a diffusion layer at an 
interface between the metal coating and the bonding wire" because the 
optional language, "or an inorganic material" excludes the metal coating. 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and 
distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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Claims 63-65 and 67-71 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and 
distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

In claims 63 and 64, the optional language, "or an inorganic material 
coating" appears to be repugnant to the language, "a diffusion layer at an 
interface between the metal coating and the bonding material and/or joint," 
and, "a diffusion layer at an interface between the metal coating and the 
bonding wire," respectively.

Claims 63-65 and 67-71 have not been rejected over the prior art 
because, in light of the 35 U.S.C. 112 rejections supra, there is a great deal 
of confusion and uncertainty as to the proper interpretation of the limitations 
of the claims; hence, it would not be proper to reject the claims on the basis 
of prior art. As stated in In re Steele, 305 F.2d 859, 134 USPQ 292 (CCPA 
1962), a rejection should not be based on considerable speculation about 
the meaning of terms employed in a claim or assumptions that must be 
made as to the scope of the claims. Also see In re Wilson, 424 F.2d 1382, 
165 USPQ 494 (CCPA 1970) (if no reasonably definite meaning can be 
ascribed to certain claim language, the claim is indefinite, not obvious). See 
also MPEP 2143.03 and 2173.06.
